TEL AVIV. — The American Jew- 
ish Joint Distribution Committee 
{JDC) may soon get approval to 
operate a programme in Hungary. 
Samuel Haber, executive vice-pre- 
sident of the JDC said yesterday. 

Mr. Haber recently visited Hun- 
gary at the invitation of the Jew- 
Ish community there twith the full 
approval of the authorities} and 
said the JDC executive ib to dis- 
cuss what programmes they would 
fund there. Mr. Haber noted that 
an extensive joint programme ex- 
ists in Rumania with official ap- 
proval. 

He sald the economic crisis in 
the U.S. can be expected to affect 
contributions there to the JDC and 
the United Jewish Appeal, indicat- 
ing that collecting pledges will be 
ἃ problem. However, he expected 
the organizauons to raise as much 
in 1975 as they did year. He 
said some JDC programmes may 
be postponed and a likely one was 
a pilot project in Ofakim and Beer- 
sheba to provide community medi-

Mr. Haber said that in 1973 about 
400,000 men, women and children 
benefited from one or another of 
JDC-supported programmes. “‘Is- 
rael is number one in the JDC con- 
stellation, Last year we budgeted 
$8.6m. for Israel, an Increase of

1949 we have spent $200m, here on 
a wide variety of projects ranging 
from helping aged and handicapped 
immigrants to providing special 
treatment for victims of polio and 
neuro-muscular ailments.”

Energy Minister K.C. Pant told

India set off its first atomic ex- 
plosion — a 10-to-15-kiloton under- 
ground blast — on May 18. It

LONDON (AP). — Mao Txe-tung, 
China’s Communist ruler since 1948, 
had ἃ severe stroke at the end of 
September and is no longer able 
to handle affairs of state, the London 
“Daily Telegraph" reported yester- 
di 


lay. 
The front-page tead story by 


Communist affairs expert David 
Floyd attributed the report to 
“Western businessmen recently in 
Peking who had unique access to 
top Chinese leaders.” 

Tt said the worsening health of 
Mao, who will be 81 in December, 
has set off “bitter battles for suc- 
cession which are now under way.” 

Early editions of the respected 
conservative newspaper said Mao 
now is believed to be “somewhere in 
Southern China, where the climate 
is warmer." 

“He no longer enjoys the few 


hours of clarity each day when he 
could discuss matters of state," the 
report added. 

Correspondent Floyd said the 
stroke has brought Mao's “active 
role in China's political life prac- 
tically to an end.” 

Principal rival in the ensuing 
“power struggle" were said to be 
Prime Minister Chou En-lai, 76, and 
Mao's wife Chiang Ching. 

Floyd said Chiang Ching, more 
than 20 years younger than her 
husband, stends for a generally 
“anti-foreign" policy while Chou and 
bis deputy Teng Tsiao-ping lead a 
faction favouring closer relations 
with the West. 

The situation is complicated, Floyd 
said, by the fact that Chou also 
Is ailing after two heart attacks 
earlier this year. 


Mexican President speaks 


on new oil discoveries 


MEXICO CITY (UPI). — President 
Luis Echeverria said on Sunday 
that Mexico will closely guard its 
new-found oil reserves, reputed to

Echeverria said there are “very

Saudi Arabia and Iran hold secret

Saudi 
Arabia and Iran, the two leading 
exporters of crude oil, have held 
secret talks in recent months on 
a joint strategy to lower the world 
ol] prices under a single pricing 
system, the “Washington Post" re- 
ported in its editions yesterday.
